The Catholic Educational Associa- 
tion held ita alavanth annual con- 
vention at Atlantic City and com- 
pleted Ita work on July 2, the re- 
aalta haing most satisfactory to the 
large and distinguished gathering. 
Many atile ami rarefiilly prepared 
papers were read, notable among 
the number being those of Brother 
Julian, of St. Xavler'a College; Very 
Rev, Jamaa A. Burna, C. S. C, Preal- 
dent of Holy Croaa College, and Rav. 
R. H. Tlerney, 8. J., editor of Amer- 
ica. The purpose of Father 
TIarney's paper was to show the 
importance of the notions of truth 
and being not only In scholasticism 
but In all modarn thought. The 
author examinad tka aekolaatle aya- 
tem kit ky kU. akowod tko plaea of 
these two elamenta tkarala, aad 
traced their ramlficatlona through- 
out each braiK h of the science. He 
contended that most of t'he errors 
of modern philosophy are liasi i| on 
erroneous notions of these two 
fundamantal trutka. la aanmrt of 
his atatement ka eltod trim tka 
philosophic lltaratnra of tha day, 
illustrating hla tkaala from pragmat- 
ism, absolutism, new realism, mon- 
ism and so on through many authors 
I of many different countries. He 
then considered miscellaneous lit- 
erature, eosays, magazine articles, 
novala and tka Uka, pointing out that 
many o^ tkaIr akerrattona wara from 
the aame aource. In conclualon he 
inaiated once again on the Im- 
portance of the notion of truth and 
being, stating that a liiilliiiK in lioilil 
winilii prevent iiiaii.\ men from 
i.li'p'iiii; current pernicious opinions. 

A paper on Kuglish in the High 
School was read in the morning ses- 
sion by Brother Julian, C. F. X., oj 
t^iilsfme: mStSSr TaniS tttXVtfT 
the question from all aldea and 
spoke on elocution and debates as 
adjuncts in bringing about the de- 
sired end of expressive, forcible and 
correct Rngllsli. The paper was di- 
vided into four sections — spoken 
English, written Bngligh, lltaratnra 
In claas and private reading at home. 
The paper treated exhaustively of a 
four-year course in Kuglish Includ- 
ing besides thoroughness in spoken 
and written thoughts, drills in elocu- 
tion and debates as a means to 
bring about the daalrad and of a 
course In BnglisU. 

Before adjourning the convention 
expreaaed Ita appraciatloa of the 
treatment received at the hands of 
Bishop McFaul, Archbishop Prender- 
gast, the clergy and laity of .Atlantic 
Cliv and the press. AtnoiiK tlie 
general reaolutlona adopted were the 
follbwiag:

We rejoice In the rapid growtii ol 
Catholic colleges for women, and 
exhort Catkolle paraala to oaad tkalr 
daughtera to tkoaa laatKutloaa 
where womanly virtuea are devel- 
oped under Catholic influence. 

As State and sectarian universi- 
ties do not seem fitting places for 
members of rellgius communities of 
women to prepare for college and 
high school work, we congratulate 
My CatkoUe aalvaraltlea and col- 
Ufiaa tbr tkalr aaal In providing 
courses In education and for opening 
summer schools where women and 
especially those of religious com- 
munities may be taught. 

As there Is a growing demand for 
trained social workara aad «orka of 
charity ara boeonlag aiara ao»plex 
and difficult, wa vlaw witk pleasure 
the opening of alaaaaa of aoelaiogy 
and aeoaovlea In aome of our Cath- 
olic^ oollegaa aad aaminariea.

DILD AT HIS DAUOHTtR'S HOME 



By Jaraaa A. Rooaay. 

The rellrpitipnt of Commodora 
ThomaR Aloysius Donrin In 1868 
closed the arlive career of a dlB- 
lingulBhed ('athollc naviil officer, 
wlio during a service of forty-aeven 
years performed all bit duties faith- 
fully and thad luttar on tba navy, 
handlist wma dallMto BiartoBS and 

uKHlKDmeiitt with a taet and 

diplomacy that won tka oommenda- 1 i>"i'i >< 
flon of the OoTeraaaat Thto waa 
particularly shown when he reached 
the tsrado of Coiiiiiiaiuli'r in 1H41, in 
the service he rendered on an ex- 
pedition tbat raeeawfally pravantad 
the fUiboaUr, WUUam Walker, from 
erobrolllBg aa wttt Meilco by 1n- 
vadlng that ooaatry. and also in bla 
suhxequent exploit! aa Oa pta l a la 
iK.-.r> III suppretaint tha alava tia4a, 
thnn at Its height. 

He wftB the son of Bernard Dornln 
and was born in Ireland in 1800. 
lie waa brought to America whaa 
three years old by hla father, who 
wai aodlad from hla native land with 
Thomaa Addta Emmet and Dr. Will- 
iam James McNevln after the re- 
bellion of 'Its. When but fifteen 
years of age yoiint; Donrin entered 
the navy as niidBhipninn, beinf? ap- 
pointed from Maryland. As Lieu- 
tenant he made a tire years' erolae 
around the world la 1826, and after 
his retirement tor age he was so 
physically well preserved that he 
was placed In charge of the Fifth 
lighthouse district. On reliiKinlsh- 
ing his post he lired in retirement 
In Savannah, WhafO he dlad Agrll 
28. 1874. 

It is claimed tor hla tether, 
Dernard Dornin, that he was the 
pioneer publiaher in the United 
States of distinctively Catholic 
books. Some authorities say that 
his first bonk was an edition of the 
New Tiptament printed for liim In 
Brooklvn, \ Y . in iSOn, while oth- 
ers hold tbat the first booli be is- 
sued was Pastorlnl's "History of the 
Christian Church," and that It was 
pubiished by subscription in ISn". 
The list of siibscribcrH in and about 
New York nuinbored :!1S. In the 
follow intt year he brought out an 
<(liiion of l>r. Fletcher's essay on 
• I'lic Spirit of Controversy," jjub- 
llxhed about tbe same time in Eng- 
land. He then latt New York for 
Baltimore, where he enjoyed 
friendship of Archbishop Parron, 
and in 1809 he transferred his pub- 
lishlnK business to I'hilndolplila, 
where he continued to be the lead- 
inK Catholic publisher of tbe coun- 
try. After disposing of his hnslaesa 
on account of old age be retired to 
bis daughter's home la Ohio, where 
he died In IH*, aged ■ereBty-ftTe 
years. If he waa the pioneer of a 
new field In New York be did not 
want for worthy imitators and fol- 
lowers wlio, wltb the increase in 'lii 
Catholic population, finally devel- 
oped a large and prosperous Indus- 
try and made New Tork the pro- 
ducing and distributing point tor 
(^atholie publications of all kiada. 
The list of Dornin's successors 
would be a large one. but a few of 
the early publications may be men- 
tioned. 

Matthew Field published tbe 
Catholic I.,alty's Directory wHh an 
almanac for the year la ItlT at 
177 Bowery. 

John Doyle's pnblishing house 
was at 237 Broadway In 1823, and 
he issued many devotional and other 
books up to 1849, when he became 
one of the argonauts and emigrated 
to California during tbe gold fever. 

BtttUr's "Uvsa o( tha aalats" and 
the Bible In monthly parts ware pub- 
Uahad In 1887 by D. and J. Badlier, 
followed by their series of Metro- 
polHan School Books, all the works 
of Mrs. Sadlier, which had such a 
vogue at the time, and they soon 
took rank as the leadlag OathoUe 
publishers . 

Edward Dnalgaa bronght ont In 
1844 Haydoek's BlhU, an Bnglish 
translation of the Latin Vulgate, 
first published at Hhelms in 1852 
and In Douay In 1«U». He aUo pub- 
hhhed the early histories of John 
(illmary Shea and be took over 
Doyle's buslneaa on the lattaf'a 
moval to Ban Fraaelaeo. 

Patriek (yShaa pabllshed Dar- 
ras' "History of the Church," in 
four Tolumes, la 1(64, followed by 
Llniard's "History of England" and 
Brownson's "American Republic." 

These were among the pioneers of 
the vast army of Catholic publish- 
ers who today in every large city 
of the eoustry Issue thonsaada of 
volumes from a press that finds 
itself taxed to tbe utmost to supply 
an nneeaalM Md lasrsaglpg Jsaiaa d 
for CaSaUa Maratora.— Oo»|!- 
rlgbted.
